Distress wireless messages were sent 
out aud responses were made, the 
nearest steamer* being the Virginian 
and Carpalhia, 150 ti 200 miles away. 
These and others made all haste to 
the rescue butvit^possible speed could 
reach the sinking ship which was 000 
miles from Halifax and 1300 from 
New York. 

Among the passengers were Mr. 
and Mrs. A. A. Die i, of Calgary, who 
are among the saved. Mrs. Frank 
Marshall aud three children were on 
their way to'meet the husband and 
father at Calgary, hut no word has 
been receiv'd nor do llieir names ap¬ 
pear among th» saved. Mr. and Mrs. 
J. D. Pugh, formerly of Okotoks. but 
now of Calgary, who were first re¬ 
ported to have been aboard the ill- 
fated liner, are now found to have 
been aboard the Mauretania. 

Details of the na I n st rophe are slow 
in coming and will not be complete 
until the arrival of the Cnrpathia at 
New York, some time to-day, with 
the 860rescued. 

There fs great excitement in Lon¬ 
don and New York, crowds at the 
steamship offices all but ready to 
tweak into a riot in their anxiety to 
get a list of the passengers which was 
not forthcoming up to yesterday.

It has been known during a long 
time ihat In Western Europe man ex¬ 
isted during the glacial epoch.

TRADE AGREEMENT WITH WEST 
INDIES IS NOW PROBABLE 

It i* Anticipated That no Objection* will be Made to the 
Speedy Ratification of the Agreement by Both the 
Dominion and Colonial Legislatures. 


Ottawa.—On the conclusion of the 
trade conference between tjie repre¬ 
sentatives of the Dominion and the 
various West Indies governments, 
Hon. George E. Poster, minister of 
trade and commerce, gave out an offi¬ 
cial statement as follows: 

“An agreement signed in duplicate 
was issued by the representatives of 
the West Indian colonies and the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada- It was the re¬ 
sult of 6 days’ sittings in conference 
and a deal of steady work done out¬ 
side of conference by subcommittees. 

“The agreement Is made for a term 
of years, and revocable at the end 
of the period named therein on one 
year’s notice. It includes exchanges 
of products on a wide and generous 
scale, and is based on a preference 
to the products of each country in 
the markets of the other. 

“The agreement goes to the gov¬ 
ernments of the colonies included for 
consideration, and comes Into effect 
when approved by both the Dominion 
and colonial legislatures and his ma- 
jestyts • secretary of ptate for the 
collies. It will be possible for all 
.■these to consider and decide, and for 
tha agreement to go into effect before 
the beginning of the year 1913. Judg¬ 
ing by the instructions given to the 
various de'egatea by their respective 
governments, 'and the evident good¬ 


will and harmonious co-operation 
shown by them in the sessions of the 
conference, it is anticipated that no 
objection will be made to the speedy 
ratIQsatlon of the agreement. 

“The agreement is between Canada 
and the Interested colonies alone, and 
leaves both sides with complete lib¬ 
erty to adjust the tariffs as rtospqcts 
all other countries. Grenada, the Ba¬ 
hamas, Bermuda. Jamaica, and Brit¬ 
ish Honduras are the only British 
West Indian colonies that are not in¬ 
cluded, and for these the latch string 
is left on the outside of the door, and 
the lamp kept burning in the window, 
with a warm welcome fire certain tor 
them when they come. 

“The questions of improved cable 
and steamship communications be¬ 
tween Canada and the West Indies 
were carefully considered, and the 
views of the conference were embo¬ 
died in resolutions unanimously pass¬ 
ed. The objective of these resolu¬ 
tion is to effect an up-to-date and 
adequate cable and steamship con¬ 
nection, based upon the co-operation 
of the West Indian colonies, the Do¬ 
minion of Canada, and the govern¬ 
ment of Great Britain. Inasmuch as 
the agreement is to be submitted to 
the various governments concerned 
for their consideration and approval. 
It is not advisable to give the details 
thereof at present to the public.” 


SHIP GRAIN VIA PACIFIC COAST 

Winnipeg Man Believes That Is The 
Solution of Western Canada 
Cohgsstlon. 

Calgary.—With the establishment 
of grain storage facilities at the Pa¬ 
cific coast, Calgary will become one 
of the world’s greatest grain centres, 
according to H. S. Paterson, of the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange, who re¬ 
cently paid a visit to the Pacific 
coast cities on the Canadian side of 
the line to stimulate the movement 
for government owned terminals 
there. Mr. Patterson’s mission was 
undertaken with' a view to encourag¬ 
ing the shipment of western grain 
via the Pacific in anticipation of tne 
enormous development of Pacific mar¬ 
kets and the opening of the Panama 
Canal. 

“What we should do is develop our 
grain trade along lines that wilt in¬ 
sure its exportation through Can¬ 
adian ports that wc may derive all 
the benefit possible from it," he said. 
“The American interests are doing all 
they can to gain control of the expor¬ 
tation of grain from Canada. Hill is 
building several branch lines north¬ 
ward into Canada from hla American 
road, and there la no doubt It la the 
Canadian grain hevis^after;” 

“We should prepare now for this 
year’s harvest The government 
should build terminal elevators at the 
Pacific coast and encourage the ship¬ 
ment of grain by that route for tha> 
Is going to be most beneficial to West¬ 
ern Canada.” 


CANADA AND NAVY 


PRACTICE ANYWHERE 


Ntw System of Registration Proposes 
to Qefeat Present Inadequate 
Ideas. 

Vancouver, B.C.—With a view t> 
securing a large attendance at the 
annual convention of the Canadian 
Medical Association to be held'at Ed 
monton August 10-14, Dr. H. G. M> 
Kidd. of Calgary, president and Dr. 
Whltlaw, of Edmonton, secretary, re¬ 
spectively, are visiting the chief cities 
of British Columbia. 

It Is expected that the great med¬ 
ical gathering In Edmonton will be 
noteworthy In medical annals on ac¬ 
count of the inauguration of a new 
system of registration for the entire 
Dominion, a subject that has been 
agitated by the profession for many 
years - , ■ 

The necessary legislation to bring 
about the proposed change has been 
passed by the Dominion Parliament 
and all the provincial legislatures of 
the Dominion with the exception of 
Ontarfo enabling legislation. 

It is expected it will be passed by 
the Ontario assembly at its present 
session. 

A Dominion medical board will ac¬ 
cept all certificates issued by the 
various provincial medical boards to 
existing practitioners, and Vlll then 
take over the examination of medical 
men seeking to practice, and Us cer¬ 
tificates will entitle..the holders to 
practice anywhere throughout the Do¬ 
minion. 


London Sunday Observer Has inter¬ 
esting Comment to Make. 

London.—The Sunday Observer 
says editorially: "Indications are that 
Canada is ready to take her proper 
place as thd eldest daughter In the 
empire. . 

“While duly noting Mr. Borden’s I 
disclaimer qf the naval programme 
article recently published by the Que¬ 
bec Chronicle, we contend that the 
principles It foreshadows are so ad¬ 
mirable, its effect at this Juncture Is 
so salutary and Its scheme Is so full 
of the right spirit of Imperialism that 
Premier*Borden will do less than jus¬ 
tice to himself and his patriotic min¬ 
istry If he does not make It his own 
In its main principles. 

“Whether time Is yet ripe for an' 
Imperial admiralty board remains to 
be seen. The forthcoming confer¬ 
ences between the admiralty and M- 
Hazen will be critical and there ^ili 
be need to speak plain truth aB among 
friends.’’ 


RESIDENCE FOR PRINCE 


Failed to Scale Mount McKinley 
Fairbanks, Alaska.—The Fairbanks 
Mount McKinley expedition, which 
left here February 5, have returned, 
having been unsuccessful In the at¬ 
tempt to scale the mountain. The 
party succeeded in attaining an ele¬ 
vation of 11.000 feet on the north side 
of the mountain east of Peter Glacier, 
Further progress was barred by pre¬ 
cipitate ice cliffs, and lack of supplies 
and the lateness of the season made 
It Impracticable to renew the attempt 
by another route. 


Difficult Problem to Provide Homo 
•For Future Ruler. 

London.—Court circles are discuss¬ 
ing the purchase bf a town residence 
for thq Prince of Wales. It is a diffi¬ 
cult problem to solv y e. Queen Mother 
Alexandra ^occupies Marlborough 
House, and ho cannot have that while 
she lives. St. jRmes Palace might 
suit a bachelor prince, but the Prince 
of Wales must marry early In order 
to secure the succession to the throne. 
It Is possible that the Duke of Suther¬ 
land’s magnificent mansion may be 
purchased., for the Prince. The duke 
dislikes London and is’dismantllng the 
house and is dispersing his work of 
art among his country houses. 


Arctic Explorer Will Go North 
Montreal—Christian Leden, the 
Arctic explorer, who Is known In 
Montreal from the lectures on his ex¬ 
pedition to Greenland, Is preparing to 
command an expedition next year to 
the far north, of ..Canada. It is the 
intention of Mr. Leden to explore the 
coast between the mouth of the Mac- 
Kenzie River and the Hudson's Bay 
find especially to study the unknown 
Eskimos of that northernmost part 
of this. continent and their culture 
and material conditions of life. 


Believes In Western Canada, 

Regina, gask.—"Americans are Just 
beginning to' wake up to the wonder¬ 
ful opportunities for profitable Invest¬ 
ment in Cahada,” said A. W. Browne 
of Chicago, while stopping over In 
Regina on his return trip to Chicago, 
from a tour of Western Canada. "A 
man has fifty chances here to one in 
other parts of the continent. This 
year will see a greater number of 
Americans come to Canada than ever 
before. It is not always the old men 
that come from the United States to 
Canada: it is generally the young 
men. Their fathers buy them farms, 
or start them in business out here, 
and they do wfcil. If I possessed all 
of Rockefeller's dollars, I would in¬ 
vest every cent in Western Canada.” 
Mr. Bfosarne is business manager of 
the British American and the Cana¬ 
dian American publications, and tells 
of many Americans who are making 
money in the West. 


Capitalists From England. 

Ottawa.—Word was received at the 
publicity bureau that a party of 100 
capitalists from London, England, 
would be In Ottawa in May In the 
course if a trip through Canada. A 
big endeavour will be made to inter¬ 
est th/im in this city. 


Will Rtnsw Attempt. 

London—A dispatch from Constan¬ 
tinople says that the powers have 
agreed to renew the attempt to ascer¬ 
tain the terms on which Turkey 
would be willing to* make peace with 
Italy. 


’Quake Death to Thousands. * 
Mobile. Ala.—Thousands of persons 
have been killed and whole Indian 
villages swept away by the eruption 
of Chlrlqui Peak, near Bocas Del 
Torro. in Honduras, according to the 
story of Captain Olsvlk, of the Unit¬ 
ed F-ult Company's steamer Fort 
Morgan which arrived here recently. 


Alberta Immigration Shows Increase 
Edmonton.—The yearly report of 
the immigration hall shows that the 
Influx of emigrants to the Edmonton 
land district was greater than last 
year totalling 3.493, of whom 1,047 
were farmers, and majority bringing 
their families with them. 


UNIONIST LEABER SPEAKS 

Sonar Law Says Any Attsmpt to Pass 
Homs Rulo Bill Is Not Govern¬ 
ment But Tyranny. 

London.—Speaking at Belfast be¬ 
fore a vast aotf wildly enthusiastic 
audience, Bonar Law, leader of the 
Unioniat party, said that any attempt 
to pass the home rule bill in Its. pre¬ 
sent state of unpopularity was not 
government but tyranny, naked and 
unashamed, and tyranny not leea real 
because usurpers had obtained power 
by fraud. He entertained no hope 
that the government majority in the 
house of commons would become less, 
because the more clearly the people 
of the United Kingdom show opposi¬ 
tion to the government the more des¬ 
perately will the coalition postpone 
the evil day when the people whom 
they .have betrayed will pronounce 
Judgment upon them. 

“Qentlemen,” he continued, "I say 
to you, you are >a besieged city once 
again. Your Lundys have betrayed 
you. but you have closed your gates. 
The government has erected a boom 
to cut you off- from the help of the 
British people, yet you will burst that 
down. 

Walter Long, M‘.P., who followed, 
referred to the attacks which had 
been made on 8lr Edward Carson 
and Lord Londonderry, and said “We 
are here to say that If they are to be 
attacked they shall not be attacked 
alone. If they are going to put Sir 
Edward Carson and Lord Londonder¬ 
ry into the dock, then they will have 
to find one large enough for the whole 
Unionist party.” (Prolonged cheers), 

600,000 ACRES WATER-COVERED 


Loss In Mississippi Flood Ares Will 
Run_Jjita_iMlllions. 

Memphis, Tenn.—Between.1,700 and 
2,000 square miles. Including more 
than 600,000 acres of rich farming 
land in Northern Arkansas and the 
St. Francis Basin, are affected by a 
break in the main line of the levee 
system about Arty miles north of 
Memphis, near Golden Lake, Arkan¬ 
sas. 

Marked Tree and Wilson, Ark., are 
inundated, . and many other Villages 
are threatened. No loss of life has 
occurred so far as known here. 

The damage will -run Into millions. 

Thousands of head of livestock have 
perished. 

. Boats bearing rescue parties al¬ 
ready are In the parts of the flood 
nearest Memphis. Relief parties also 
have been organized and despatched 
from Osceola, Ark.,, and other towns. 

News from the other sections of 
the Northern River district is cheer¬ 
ing. Supplies of tents, bedding and 
clothing arrived Jp the Reelfoot Lake 
territory of Tennessee. 

At Wilson ^rnd Marked Tree there 
are large sawmills. The loss to these 
possibly wHl reach a million dollars. 
The territory is much more exten¬ 
sive, and the devastation, loss of pro¬ 
perty, as well as exposure and hunger, 
will be on a larger scale than has 
been recorded in the recent ravage of 
the river. 


From Old Ontario. 

Toronto.—Railway officials here es¬ 
timate that during the past six weeks 
6.000 Ontario people have left the 
province for the northwest seeking 
new homes. 


Comparatively Few Deportations. 

Ottawa, Ont—The number of Im¬ 
migrants, so objectionable that their 
deportation has begn ordered, has not 
been very large when the total im¬ 
migration is taken into account, but 
It is large enough to have created 
the opinion in Borne quarters that 
stricter and more rigid tests should 
be applied at the port of entry. 

The number of rejections at the 
ports of arrival since 1902 has been 
7,628. For the year en<ing March 
last it was 2,210, the largest on re¬ 
cord. The number of immigrants de¬ 
tained for further inspection was also 
the largest on record, being 8,457, 
against 7,022 for the previous fiscal 
year. Over 35,000 have been detain¬ 
ed since 1902. This number repre¬ 
sents a percentage 6f rejections for 
Canadian Immigration ports of 1.6 per 
cent. 

The report of Commissioner Wil¬ 
liams at Ellis Island shows that Jn 
the year ending June 20, 1911, der 
portations numbered 14,000, or 2 per 
cent, of the total. 

Of the 740,000 aliens Inspected 144,- 
000 were held for further Inspection 
and inquiry. Thus the Ellis Island 
records show 89 per cent, of immi¬ 
grants to have been especially ex¬ 
amined, while the Canadian special 
detention has been only 4.6 of the 
total. Of course, the standard/of Im¬ 
migration to Canada and the United 
States Is radically different, about 70 
per cent, of the American immigra¬ 
tion coming from South and South- 
Eastern Europe, where standards of 
life and morals are exceedingly low. 

Cannot Ignore Canada. 

Edmonton, Alta.—■“The American 
boycott of news of the Dominion’s 
development is bound to fail, because 
statistics of'the growth of the west 
are so phenomenal that their news 
value cannot be ignored. The Unit¬ 
ed States papers will not accept our 
immigration stories, but they can't 
suppress the statistics, and, in fact, 
there is to-day a very strong demand 
for them.’’ Such was the statement 
made by John F. Cogswell, of the 
publicity branch of the Natural Re¬ 
sources department of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, who is in the city In 
connection ..with the publicity cam¬ 
paign recently organized by the com¬ 
pany. 


STRIKE ALMOST ENDED 

INDUSTRIAL BRITAIN HA* AGAIN 
RESUMED ACTIVITIES 

Return of Minora Portnito of Opening 
of Factorloo and Workshop#, and 
Normal 8orvico on Railway Ltnaa 
Throughout Britain la Now Pro¬ 
mised. 

London.—If the surfacemen's grie¬ 
vances can be settled, there seems to 
be nothing to prevent a resumption 
throughout the coal fields of the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom. The protests of the 
Yorkshire and Flfeahire miners 
against the Federations decision are 
not likaly to be followed by action. 
The minera’ associations of these 
counties have already recommended 
the men to return to work. 

The railway companies announce 
sn early restoration of normal ser¬ 
vices. Rome' indications of the ideas 
In the minds v of the labor leaders as 
to the future course of labor strug¬ 
gles was given in a speech delivered 
by Vernon Hartshorn at M'atcsteg. 
Wales. He declared that the result 
of the coal strike would be the band¬ 
ing together of the coal owners, rail¬ 
way magnates, manufacturers, land 
diners and capitalists of sH kinds 
to coerce the government to adopt 
legislation to prevent the workers 
from ever again “holding up the na¬ 
tion.” Therefore, he. declared, the 
workers must similarly band them¬ 
selves. The transport workers, min¬ 
ers and rallwaymen must unite in the 
preparation for the fight, whlph he 
said, would .ha of a magnitude' never 
before seen. 

The whirl of machinery Is now gen¬ 
erally heard In every manufacturing 
centre In Orest Britain. Simultane¬ 
ously with the resumption of work In 
the coal mines, factories that have 
been closed because of scarcity of 
fuel resumed operations, utilizing the 
small reserve on hand. It will be 
three weeks before there Is a nor¬ 
mal supply of coal throughout the 
country, and two months befose the 
usual reserve quota can be piled up. 

In Flfeshlre, Scotland, the men 
have decided not to return until the 
funds.In their treasury, which amount 
to $160,000, have been exhausted, 
and as the authorities fear trouble 
between strikers and the non-union¬ 
ist men who have returned to work 
a large force of police has been 
drafted Into the country. 

In southern Wales prospects are 
not bright as the engtnemen, firemen, 
and other surface men have pledged 
themselves not to return to work 
until their demands have also been 
considered. 

The first coal mined will be sup¬ 
plied to the railroads and mills so 
that three weeks at least will nass 
before the households In cities will be 
able to buy full supplies at the usual 
prices. It Is estimated that an even 
longer period will elapse before nor¬ 
mal conditions In foreign trade will 
ensue. 


FOUR 8CORE YEARS 


Intends to Employ Remaining Years 
„„ For Good of Mankind. 

London.—General Booth, of the Sal¬ 
vation Army, was 84 years old April 
' 9th. He sent a message to the news- 
’papers, in which says:—“At the 

end of 83 years of my pilgrimage i 
testify to the faithfulness of God to 1 
the true happiness of a life spent in 
seeking to be of benefit to others, to 
the grand possibilities of goodness 
tyhich are ever the hope of humanity 
The spar, of life which may yet be 
left to me I propose to spend in this 
the hlghafet service I know. 

“My sight has failed, but I am told 
that an operation I Intend to undergo 
next month will much restore it. Al¬ 
though there must be some risk of 
total blindness, I shall go through it 

"Whether It succeeds or not, 1 hope 
to be spared to visit Canada and the 
Uhlted States during thq year on 
which 1 am entering, as well as to 
Inaugurate further efforts for the 
spread of the work in European coun¬ 
tries. 

“In the east China calls me, and 
before I pass away I must find men 
and money that the Salvation Army 
may, play well her part for the vast 
population ' of the Celestial Emnlre.” 

The operation referred to will be 
performed on May 21. .General Booth 
has now, as a result of a cataract, 
only u faint glimmer of sight. He 
cannot read, but manages to write, 
guiding his right hand with his left 
over the paper. His medical advisers 
say. however, that after the operation 
he may have ten years of good sight. 

AID TO AGRICULTURE 


Hold Pisces in Line Until May 
Lethbridge.—The line of men who 
held places outside the land office 
with the Intention of remaining there 
until the first of May, when the land 
would be opened for settlement, has 
disappeared. The line numbered 125 
men. The mayor of this city Issued 
deeds to a foot of property to each 
man and the deed will expire on the 
second of May. The deeds were num¬ 
bered and were given out according 
to the place the man occupied,. The 
plan was unique and probably the oc¬ 
currence is the first of its kind in 
Canada. 


YUAN MAKES A THREAT 

Continued Disagreement Among Fac¬ 
tions of Chinese Government 
Diegoets President. 

Pekin —No date has yet been set¬ 
tled on for the assembly of the coali¬ 
tion cabinet In Pekin, and (rare fore¬ 
bodings are In circulation In regard 
to the oonttnued disagreement among 
the different factions of the govern¬ 
ment.' There appears to be no fear 
that hostilities will nreak out again, 
but the leaders of the various sec¬ 
tions display Inability to establish a 
capable government. 

President Yuan Shi Kal has utter¬ 
ed the threat that he will establlab 
hla own cabinet and summon another 
uational assembly if the delegates 
fmm the south do not arrive in Pekin 
by April 21, but the president will 
probably not go to such an extreme 
immediately. v- • 

The members of the' government 
dlsagi ee on various points,, but both 
Chinese circles and foreign diplomats 
are of the opinion that the real de¬ 
terring factor is the distrust-of the 
southerners, who fear to trust them¬ 
selves to come'lo Pekin where the 
troops, although they observe order, 
still dominate the situation, and busi¬ 
ness has been resumed only by the 
smaller storekeepers. 

The southerners proposed to bring 
a bodyguard of several thousand 
troops to Pekin, but President Yuan 
Shi Kal objected that tbe presence 
of the southern troops in the capital 
wqpld be a source of danger. 

Lou Tseng Tslsng, the Chinese min¬ 
ister at St. Petersburg, has telegraph¬ 
ed from that city declining the post 
of president of the foreign board.

Council Voted $5400 And Named 
Lawyer to Mghgge Campaign 

Winnipeg.—Isaac Pltblado, K.C., has 
been retained by the city to taka 
charge of the city’s fight for more 
equal freight rates in and, out of Win- 
nip?? and will attend the forthcom¬ 
ing meetings of the Dominion Rail¬ 
way Commission on freight rates 
which will resume its sessions at Ot¬ 
tawa toward the end of the present 
month. 

At s meeting of the Council sn in¬ 
terim appropriation of $1,000 was vot¬ 
ed to defray the first expenses of the 
city’s campaign. The entry of the 
oity into the fight is tbe result of re¬ 
presentations made at a special meet¬ 
ing of the board of control a few days 
ago by a committee from the board 
of trade, which in the past has been 
practically the only public body deal¬ 
ing with the matter. 

In future the city council and the 
board of trade are to co-operate. 

HEAVY IMMIGRATION 

Astonishing Number of Newcomers 
For Dominion Come By Way of 
Portland, Maine. 

Ottawa.—To judge from the ex¬ 
tremely heavy Immigration traffic for 
Canada which- continues to arrive via 
the United States port of Portland, 
Maine, it would appear as If that port 
had been temporarily annexed by 
Canada for her own use. 

Steamer after steamer for months 
past have unloaded record numbers 
of immigrants, of whom all but a frac- 
! tion had been destined to Canada. 

| Ail previous records for passengers 
1 landed by any indiVJdual steamer 
were broken on Thursday last, when, 
the steamship Zealand, from Rotter¬ 
dam, specially chartered by the White 
J Star Doifiinion Line, In conjunction 
with the Red Star Line* landed no 
less than 1,559 passengers, and aston¬ 
ishing as the proportion nyiy seem 
no less than 1,667 of these were bouhd 
for Canada. 


New Zealand Cadets Coming. 
London.—The government of New 
Zealand has decided Ur send a detach¬ 
ment of 20 senior cadets, to compete 
at the Canadian exhibition. Aurtralla 
\ will also be represented. 


Hon. Martin DurrelJ to Go into Mat¬ 
ter on Hie Return to Ottawa 
from Winnipeg. 

Ottawa.—Hon. Martin Burrell, will 
upon bis return to Ottawa from the 
west, arrange tor the transfer of the 
$500,000 hubsldy appropriated for dis¬ 
tribution among the provinces under 
the Agricultural Aid act. The money 
to be spent this year will be handed 
over to the provincial governments 
after the passing of the necessary 
legislation by the local legislatures. 
The money so far as this year Is con¬ 
cerned, will be given to the provinces 
with few restrictions as to the de¬ 
tails of expenditure, but plans for 
applying the money will necessarily 
be submitted to the minister of agri¬ 
culture here for approval. 

C. C. James, who Is to draw up th.» 
plan under which the federal subsidj 
for agricultural aid Is to be applied, 
after this year. Is now in Torontcu 
where he Is taking the preliminary 
steps before leaving next month for 
a tour of the several provinces. 

Mr. Burrell, while in Winnipeg, will 
probably take up the question of fed¬ 
eral and provincial co-operation in 
agriculture with the Manitoba gov¬ 
ernment. 


More Census Reports 

Ottawa, Onto—The census branch 
of the department of trade and com¬ 
merce will in the course of a short 
time, issue a series of interesting 
| bulletins containing further informa- 
! tlon in regard to the census taken in 
June last. 

One of the most important «+-f>ese 
bulletins will deal with Canadian 
manufacturers which will -show air 
astonishing Increase as compared 
with 1901. 

Another will give all available stat¬ 
istics In regard to agriculture. 

The religious persuasion of the 
people will be fully dealt with In a 
third bulletin while the fourth will 
contain a further analysis of the po¬ 
pulation figures which. In many cas¬ 
es will be given by townships, toge¬ 
ther with Information as to the num¬ 
ber of married and unmarried people 
and the proportion of children. 

These bulletins, or most of them, 
have been in the hands oT the King's 
printer, and the proof sheets are now 
being revved. Later on, only bullet¬ 
ins will be issued and It will probably 
be two years before all statistics ga¬ 
thered at the census will be duly 
worked out and tabulated by the cen¬ 
sus staff. 


Renew Mall Contract With Allan Co. 

Ottawa.—It Is said to be practically 
certain that the existing Atlantic 
j mail contract will be renewed with 
the Allan Steamship company for 
another year. In the meantime the 
j government will look into certain pro¬ 
posals which have been made for the 
establishment of a fast Atlantic ser¬ 
vice. The subsidy Is In the vicinity, 
of $600,000 and Is shared by the O P. 

, R., with which the Allan company has 
an arrangement. 


Means Adoption of Oil Fuel. 

Ran Francisco."* Cal.—"Whatever 
may be the outcome of the British 
coal strike,” Sir John G. Nutting, a 
prominent British capitalist, who Is 
visiting here, said, "It Is certain to 
hasten the Ihtroductlon of fuel oil 
for Industrial consumption. The use 
of oil as fuel was bound to come soon¬ 
er or later, but the present strike 
seems to he bound to open the way.

It It Found Outside cf Gamss, Which 
Aro Not Popular • Fary. 

An Englishman find* it hard to 
Cflftcpive of "sport" except n em¬ 
bodied in aome ‘'game." But tbs 
German, aaya Ida A. K. Wylie in her 
book on Germany, gets hie sport 
without finding it necessary to play 
any game at all. Exerciae that bring* 
him into cloae relation with nature 
is more to hi* taste. The man. that 
see* no pleasure in tiring himself out 
on a tennis-court or a football field 
travels miles on skis through the for¬ 
ests, skates every free minute of uis 
day and in the heat of the summer 
-goes on long tonrs among the moun¬ 
tains. 

At his own particular sports the 
German is a first-class man, and even 
the German woman reveals an en¬ 
ergy that is simply astonishing. All 
German girls can skate well; most of 
them are good swimmers and walkers 
and proficient in winter sports. It is 
only when you ask them to play 
games that they fail. 

This dislike of games reveals an 
interesting trait in the German char¬ 
acter—namely, indifference to a suc¬ 
cess the only value of which Ties in 
the defeat of some one else. In school 
a German boy works hard, not for a 
prize, not because he wants to do 
better than a comrade, but because 
he sees a distinct personal value hi 
knowledge. His"'attitude in sport is 
qujte in keeping. 

"And suppose, I do run myself hot 
and tired over a ridiculous patch of 
ground after a ridiculous hall, and 
suppose I do win a game, what good 
will it do ins?" 

"You will have had splendid exer¬ 
cise." says the Englishman. 

"Yes, but if I wanted exercise I 
would rather go for a walk through 
the forest or make a bicycling tour. 
Then I should perhaps learn some¬ 
thing at the same time. At any rate, 
I should be enjoying nature." 

"But then there would be flfi 
game I" retort* the Englishman. - 

"No game? What is the good of a 
game? Am I wiser or better if I beat 
you at lepnis?" 

“No, but the fun of it"— 

"I don’t see any fun in beating 
somebody at something which has no 
value. That is childish and a waste 
of time.” ,

The Marquis Lafayette during' his 
career in France took a very active 
part in politics. In 1792 he opposed 
the Jacobins, and when they came 
into power he was deprived of his 
command in the army of the frontier.. 

In company with some of his gen¬ 
eral officer* he fled to Liege, where 
ail of them were seized by the Aus¬ 
trians and for a long time imprison¬ 
ed in the Castle of Olmutx, in Mo¬ 
ravian 

Their life was a very lonely one. 
Each of theta was kept in solitary 
confinement, but their apartments 
were so arranged that they were all 
within hearing of one another .when 
standing -jit the windows. This fact 
suggested to them a method of com¬ 
municating with each other without 
any outsider being' ably to pnderstand 
the meaning of what they were doing, 
and the following ingenious plan was 
decided upon and cArried out. * 

There were at that time in Paris 
many popular ballads which ‘were 
sung at the corners -Of the streets 
and other public places. The words. 
belonging to the tunes' were familiar 
to everybody, and to strike up a few 
of the-notea was to recall to memory 
the words that accompanied them. 

By this means the prisoners suc¬ 
ceeded in composing for themselves a 
vocal vocabulary. They whistled cer¬ 
tain parts of the airs at their win¬ 
dows. and in a short time the voca¬ 
bulary became so complete and com¬ 
prehensive that two or three mites 
from each air formed their alphabet. 

In this way they communicated 
news to each other about their fami¬ 
lies and many other subjects, and 
when one of them was fortunate en¬ 
ough to secure a copy of The Gazette 
de France, the Paris newspaper, he 
whistled the contents of it to his com¬ 
panions in captivity. 

The commandant of the fortress was 
told about these mysterious concerts, 
and he determined that he would dud 
out what they meant. 

He spent hours in listening to the 
whistling and sgt men to listen, but 
the whole thing was a mystery to 
him. Indeed, the most skillful solver 
of puzzles would have keen unable 
to detect the intention and real ex¬ 
pression of the 'notes heard. 

Then he ordered that the whistling 
should Stop but the prisoners paid no 
attention to the order, and at last, 
tired out and baffled, he stopped try¬ 
ing to prevent what he couMLnot un¬ 
derstand.

Finely powdered 
and made into a paste, it is applied 
with a brush, like paint, to the brick 
lining. It is said that'a layer of 
only two millimeters in thickness will 
protect the bricks from the effects of 
the highest temperature that is pro¬ 
duced in ordinary furnace coinbusion. 

Carborundum is itself a product of 
the electric ‘furnace, being composed 
of silica and carbon fused in the pres¬ 
ence of salt and sawdust.

Unique French Society Aide Many and 
Suffers Little Leee. 

The- Loan of Honor society la one of 
the moat peculiar organisations In 
France, according to United States 
Couaul Carl Bailey Hurst, at Lyon. 
It la an association of philanthropists 
established a few years ago for the 
purpose of lending money to clerks, 
operatives an'd others to pecuniary 
distress. ' ~ • 1 

- “The sole obligation on tbe part of 
tbe borrowers.” said Mr. Hu rat. “la to 
promise on tbelr word of honor to re¬ 
turn wltbln a certain time the amount 
loaned. Tbe success qf the undertake 
log from a charitable point of view 
has been striking. During tbe last 
fiscal year money was lent to 384 per¬ 
sons, among whom there were fit 
clerks, 17 small trades people. 12 rail¬ 
road employees. 0 teachers and mill 
hands, mechanics, pharmacists, 'type¬ 
setters. students, tailors and carpen¬ 
ters. Of those aided slxty-elgbt were 
women, nearly all occupying bumble 
positions. 

“Tbe chief causes that brought 
about tbe requests for loans were: 
Sickness, 119 coses; lack of work, 83 
cases; debts. 84 cases; starting house¬ 
keeping, 27 cases, and In smaller num¬ 
ber redeeming pawn tickets, etc. All 
those granted loans were married peo¬ 
ple. with the exception of twenty-seven, 
although sixty-four couples were child¬ 
less. When a loau la solicited a ques¬ 
tion blank Is usually given to tbe pe¬ 
titioner asking for Information that 
will enable the society to decide 
whether money can be Judiciously ad¬ 
vanced. Investigation la made as to 
the merits of ea£h_aeetblngly favora¬ 
ble rase after tbe question sheets have 
been-, returned. 

“Naturally the sums lent are not 
large, ranging between $6 and $60. 
Most of the loans have been paid back 
either fully or In part, and the society 
bas not had to put down'more tban 
$200 to profit nnd loss. The society's 
receipts are derived from the dues of 
meml>ers, an annual bazaar, small 
subventions by the city and depart¬ 
mental governments and from occa¬ 
sional private donations. 

“Its proved practical usefulness In 
nn untried field tends to strengthen tbe 
presumption tbat the work of tbe so¬ 
ciety, especially among those bolding 
minor post* In commerce and trade, 
will be of lasting benefit in teaching 
young clerks and others the value of 
unwritten obligations in business deal¬ 
ings.”

The Official' Standards of Weights and 
Measures In England. '.'7 

In April of this year a ceremony Is 
due to l»e performed In Londdn which 
occurs only at Intervals of twenty 
years. This Is the comparison of the 
standards of weights,mid measures. 

The official standards In use nt the 
Bflice Okf weights and measures are com¬ 
pared with the ortginul standard yard 
measure nnd pound weight, which re¬ 
pose In the wall of one of tbe Inner 
staircases of the house of commons. 

The hole hi the wall where the twoi 
standards are kept Is rather like a 
small tomb, nnd It can only be opened 
by actually tearing down the wall. 

The yard measure In a bronze bar 
thirty-eight inches long, on,which thir¬ 
ty-six divisions of one Inch—I. e., 
11 yard—have been marked off. The 
standard pound -te. of plutlnum. and, 
despite its weight wad the fact tbat the 
metal of whlch.lt consists Is worth 
$ 200 , In size It is no thore thau a cubic 
Inch. 

No variations were detected when 
the slumlords were last compared In 
April. 1802, and tbe precious staudards 
were then walled up once more in tbelr 
dark little tomb, where for twenty 
years they have been undisturbed.—

Interesting Winter Military Expert- 
ment Msde In Esslern Ontario. 

Two parties of Canadian military ol> 
fleers engaged in a novel tactical 
exercise between Ottawa etui t’reecott 
cn March 9 end 10 . The parties were 
commanded respectively by l.t.-Onl. 
Mormon. U.S.O.. of Ottawa, and f t,- 
Col. Buell, of Brockville. The idea 
was to test the possibility of using 
snowshoers as a "cavalry screen” lor 
force* operatin'" in winter. 

The manoeuvre ares was 52 mile# 
in length, and varied froth lour to 
eight miles in : -">h. Each party ol 
seven hauled its blanket*, cooking 
utensils, and tod.duy*’ rstiona on a 
toboggan. The sdvenoe was made at 
8 am. on March 8 . Marks were 
awarded for thoroughness of scouting 
en route, keeping up lateral commun¬ 
ication. cnmfdft' in hlvonacing. great- 
.eat penetration of area from starting 
point, and driving in enemy’s 
‘'screen." ,, 

The Ottawa party made 22 miles the 
first dsy. snd bivouaced at 6 p.ni. 
under cover in dense underbrush. 
The Brock ville party advanced to 
8 pencerviHe. about 17 miles. Both 
partied moved out two hours before 
sunrise, and came in_contact at 8 
o’clock on the morning ofMerch 10 . 
with thi result that the Brockville 
team was defeated with the loss of 
their transport,end live scouts -who 
were ambushed at different points on 
the line, which at that portion of the 
area was four and one half miles 
wide. The Ottawa party lost one men. 
end were declared the Winners. 

Though the temperature was only 
four below zero, the rifle oil clogged 
the mechanism of the carbines so 
that in a number of cases the wea¬ 
pons could neither be loaded nor Br¬ 
ed owing to the cold. It was estimat¬ 
ed that the Ottawa soldiers, who 
penetrated furthest into the ”ene- 
my’s” area, traveled about 40 miles 
in 24 hours.

'World-wide Hobby That Is te be 
Respected. f 

Probably collections of postage 
stamps were begun simultaneously 
with the Issue of the first stamps, 
which took place at London in May, 
1840—a circumstance that favors this 
view being that, in 1842, Punch ridi¬ 
culed ooliectors. It was almost twen¬ 
ty years later, however, that stamp 
collecting began to be systematically 
carried on, and the recorded history 
of the science or art or pastime, which 
ever one may chooae to call- It, ap¬ 
pears to date from 1802- The first 
English and American catalogues 
were published In that year, so was 
the first attempt at a stamp album, 
and the periodical literature of the 
hobby started In England during tbe 
same twelvemonth, it was. not until 
1896 that the great club of collectors, 
the Philatelic Society of London, was 
organized, and, though several local 
associations precluded our own nation¬ 
al body, the American Philatelic So¬ 
ciety, delayed to be born until seven¬ 
teen years after that Now the 
nations are filled with municipal or 
general associations. At the last Bri¬ 
tish philatelip congress more than 
forty were represented, and the num¬ 
ber of them In tbe world at large is 
said to exceed 400. 

During the fifty yeara, armies of 
collectors have assembled, to be mar¬ 
shalled merrily by bands of dealers, 
always In tbe direction of advancing 
prices. It would safe to say that foi 
certain Mauritius stamps there Is a 
standing offer of $ 10,000 apiece, and 
it la believe^ that the world's greatest 
collection cost Its owner, a French 
nobleman, more than a million dol¬ 
lars. Such Incidental details of fin¬ 
ance prompts on# to think respect¬ 
fully of the avocation to which they 
are related, and one-s respect would 
surely Increase If, In May of this 
Jubilee year, he should visit the Brit¬ 
ish philatelic congress, or If In August 
he should go to Springfield' to attend 
tbe anual meeting of our American as¬ 
sociation. Neither children nor crazy 
Tolkiwlll be found In these gather¬ 
ings, which will^J>e conspicuously 
composed of lei^Mheaded citizens, 
moat of them po^mssed of substan¬ 
tial bank account. That, of course, 
does not argue that young people 
should not be encouraged to take up 
stamp collecting, but rather that they 
should be - It Is no more expensive 
than any Other hobby, It offers pos¬ 
sibilities of great profit, and incident¬ 
ally It Insurds the reward of a wide- 
and more accurate knowledge of geo¬ 
graphy ar.d history than was ever 
gained by any lad from the usual 
perfunctory dealings with text books.

Canada's Leper;. 

‘ Sing Foo. a bright little Chinese lad 
is in the Toronto General Hospital, 
suffering ■ from an advanced stage of 
leprosy, and his case has caused- 
wide comment. 

This is not the first nor only esse 
in Canada. Until four years ago the 
Dominion Government supported a 
hospital for ltpers on D’Arcy Island, 
just off the Pacific ooa?t. At one 
time there were a number of oases 
of this disease in British Columbia, 
and fearing that it would spread, the 
Dominion Government isolated the 
patients on D'Arcy Island. Four 
years ago the disease had carried off 
all its prey excepting a few Chinese 
and they were shipped to Canton, 
where they are still supported by the 
Canadian Government. 

There is still another hospital for 
these unfortunates. It is at Tracadie, 
New Brunswick. This hjipital was 
started about fifteen year* ago when 
leprosy broke out in that province. 
Moat of -the patients were Norwegians 
who were rescued from a shipwreck 
a hundred miles or so from the coast. 
The work amongst these people is 
carried on by the ‘‘Grey Nuns,” but 
the Government supplies the funds 
for its support.

There were 24,036 marriages regis¬ 
tered for the year 19.10. This is an 
increase ol 1,670 for the year..

Manitoba’s Grain Crop. 

The great grain crop of Manitoba 
had bgen marketed at tne end of 1911 
only to the extent of 54 per cent, de¬ 
spite the fact that 3193 threshing out¬ 
fits had been operated throughout the 
Kail. While this shows the enormi¬ 
ty of the crop, it is also used as an ar 
gument for diversified farming, be¬ 
cause the failure to speedily market 
a crop means delay in payments to 
the farmer, whereas if he whs dairy¬ 
ing or raising live stock he would 
have an Income independent of his 
grain. . » 

The Manitoba Department of Immi¬ 
gration and Agriculture in Bulletin 
No. 84 estimates 22,001,211 bushels of 
grain had been marketed up to De¬ 
cember, and gives the total crop 
figures are follows: Wheat, 3.339.072 
acres, * 61,058,786 bushels, average 
18.29: oats. 1.628.562 acres, 73.786,- 
683 bushels, average 43.3; barley 
759,977 acres, 23,999,239 bushels, 
average 31.5; flax, 85,836 acres, 
1,206,727 bushels, average 14; rye, 
C.167 acres, 136,067 bushels, average 
22; peas, 2,260.acres, 45,085 bushels, 
average 20.4; potatoes, 44.478 iicres, 
8,317,241 bushels, average 18*7; roots. 
13,448 acres, 3,684,898 bushels, aver¬ 
age 274; hay, all kinds, ^<0,288 acres, 
249,892 tons, average 1.78 tons. 

The total area prepared for tlu 
crop of 1912 is 2,175,626 acres, as fol¬ 
lows; Breaking 2;!3,0(ih acres.' sum¬ 
mer fallow 964,125 acres and fail 
plowirig 978,430 acres.
